At that time, the liberality o 
the world’s carry over from the gen- 
erous 1915 harvest was a drag on any 
permanent market response. It wa 
the time when the statistical positio 
of the wheat hung heaviest on 
market. Importers had the utmost 
confidence of obtaining adequate sup- 
plies and felt that they ha 
advantage in the market. 

It was the great heat wave of hand 
and its heavy toll of the spring wheat 
crop that gave the real impetus to 
the bull market, The winter wheat 
harvest Was moderate, and on the top 
of that came a most unfavorable 
Northwest harvest. From that time 
on, the developments have been to- 
wards a reduction of the world’s 
wheat production.

Can Fly For Hours Now Without 
_. Touching a Lever 

The hardest part about flying in 
wartime is the thinking that a flying 
man has to do. Here’s the idea in an 

English fying man’s own A Na | 
writes a London correspondent 
The New York Sun: 

“There isn’t enough to keep a 
man’s mind busy in the air since the 
war has developed the aeroplane, In 
the old days of the aeroplane there 
were so many things a flying inan 
had to watch that he didn’t have 
time to worry about what might 
happen to him. But in these days 
sitting in your machine is about like 
sitting on a log and waiting for 
something to happen. ; 

“We don’t h-ve to use our hands 
as we used to. There is only one 
lever, and you don't Fave to watch 
that very closely. xou can fly for 
hours without having your hand on 
it. You can write or read or smoke 
and unless you touch the lever to 
change its position you will fly along 
at the same level indefinitely, owing 
to the self stabilization of the ma- 
chine. 

“So with your attention only 
mildly occupied, you keep looking 
down over the edge to see what's 
happening. You get to watching the 
wires and wondering what would 
happen if a bullet cut one of them, 
You look at the frail ailerons and 
consider how frail they really are. 
Shrapnel is breaking below you and 
around you, perhaps. That's a daily 
occurrence, There's no use of trying 
to dodge it, for by doing so you may 
only run into it. 

“So there you sit, imagining all 
sorts of horrible possibilities, You've 
been told to go to a certain place 
and then return. Your route is all 
laid out for you, and your duties are 
so simple and easy that while you're 
performing them you have a thou- 
sand times too much spare time for 
thought and worry. As for myself, 
Ud much rather have the aeroplane 
a less simple afiair, just to have my 
attention occupied. An imagination 
is a curse to a flier.”

of Grain 


Every farmer is anxious to increase 
the yield ot his crops, but too tew 
realize the comparative ease with 
which this can be done, Quite apart 
trom the duty incumbent upon ptuad 
patriotic citizen to produce as muc 
as possible, the raising of the aver- 
age number ot bushels per acre 
grown throughout the West wi 
make a consideiable economic fav- 
ing in the cost of production, If 
with the ordinary preparation given 
to the land on an average ftarm 
several more bushels ot wheat, or 
other grains, can be grown per aie, 
the cost of pro ion of that grain 
will naturally be réduced and, other 
conditions being equal, the farmer 


{will make a higher net proht per acre. 


It is certain that an increase in yield 
can be obtained on every farm if 
carefully selected, plump, pure -eed 
of a suitable variety be used, Dr, 
James W. Robertson, president of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association, 
said in his address at the last annual 
meeting that at least $3,000,000 more 
was obtained for crops last year 
through the work of the association 
in promoting seed selection, and as 
yet its activities are confined to a 
comparative few farmers throughout 
the country. According to official sta- 
tistics, over 40 million bushels of 


‘seed of all kinds are required annu- 


ally in Canada. Of this amount, the 
three western provinces use about 20 
million bushels. In spite of the im- 
mense yields obtained in Canada in 
the past, the average yield per acre 
is unnecessarily low when compared 
with that obtained by the best farm- 
ers. For instance, the average yieid 
of spring wheat per acre is about 19 
bushels, for oats, 35 bushels and for 
barley 28 bushels.

average of 25 to 30 bushels per ucre 
of wheat, from 55 to 85 bushels of 
oats, and from 40 to 50 bushels of 
barley.

Whatever may have been the rea- 
sons or conditions which account for 
the burning of an immense quantity 
of straw in past seasons, there are 
more reasons than ever before for not 
burning it this season, Its value tor 
producing humus in the soil has been 
emphasized so much that it should be 
somewhat generally appreciated. It 
has also been pointed out many times 
that straw contains considerable pot- 
“ash, Under normal conditions potash 
s the least expensive of the elements 
of fertility ordinarily purchased in 
commercial form and is more abund- 
ant in most soils than nitrogen and 
phosphorus.

-The man who has plenty of live- 
stock to utilize his straw as feed and 
bedding has always found it too valu- 
able to burn, One reason that the 
grain farmer has given for burning 
straw was that it could not be work- 
ed into the soil so as not to injure 
the following crop, at least, not with- 
out so much time and labor as to 
make it unprofitable, It is true that 
plowing under too heavy a layer 
straw, or other coarse material, may 
cut off the rise of moisture and thus 
Prove a detriment to growing crops 
until the material has rotted and be- 
come incorporated with the soil, This 
dithculty has been overcome by the 


invention of spreaders which not only 
reduce the cost of spreading straw 
but also make it possible to spread 
it as thinly as desired.
